NEW BREAKS LOOSE MISSISSIPPI TORRENT 
NA RESIDENTS WARNED TO EVACUATE 


DYNAMITE OPENS 


WIDER BREACHES 
IN RIVER LEVEES 


Surging Waters of Riv- 
ers Swirl With Full 
Fury Over Abandoned 
Louisiana Acres. 


LIVES OF HUNDREDS 
ARE PUT IN DANGER 


Waters From Four Cre- 
vasses Will Join Tor- 
rents Sweeping South- 
ward From Arkansas.

New Orleans, La., May 1.—(P)— 
Louisiana today began feeling the full 
force of the floods which have devas- 
tated more than 10,000 square miles 
of territory and a score of towns in 
Arkansas, Mississippi and other val- 
ley states to the north. 

breaking through the protecting 
levees at four places south of V idalia, 
the rushing Mississippi torrent was 
completing the inundation ef Concor- 
dia parish with prospects that it would 
overflow most of Catahoula. northern 
Avoyelles and the low parts of LaSalle 
and eastern Rapides parishes. 

The threatened territory comprises 
about 3,100 square miles with a popu- 
lation of 70,000 people and a property 
value of more than $30,000,000. 

Overflow Spreads. 

While the main river flood water 
was claiming this new area, the over- 
flow from the Arkansas river was 
spreading over southeastern Arkansas 
and the flow from Stop's Landing 
bre@k above Greenville was widening 
over the Mississippi delta, adding hour- 
ly to the homeless and swelling the 
gigantic property loss. 

The flood from the new breaks south 
of Vidalia endangered the lives of 
hundreds who had clung to their homes 
in spite of the backwaters from the 
Glack river which had spread over that 
territory. 

Further dy namiting was = dése at the 
levee at Caernayan, 15 miles below 
here, today in an effort to widen the 
artificial crevasse made lower the 
river at New Orleans. The breach 
was 600 feet wide today and the dyna- 
niting was to widen it to 1,200 feet. 

The four crevasses created by the 
river near the Glasscock levee came 
unexpectedly and at qa time when the 
engineers had about won their fight to 
dam the waters flowing over the 
Slough in the dyke at that place, 

Making initial openings measuring 
from 150. to 200 yards wide, the raging 
waters rushed to the lowlands, adding 
to the backwater flood there and 
gradually pushing out the lake toward 
Vidalia and Ferriday, where barriers 
are being hastily constructed in an ef- 
fort to protect those towns. 

Base Is Established. 

Former Governor John M. Parker, 
in charge of all relief operations in the 
state, announced that the Red Cross 
had established a base at Marksville, 
3U miles southwest of the new breaks. 
Supplies will be concentrated there 
and refugees will be cared for before 
being moved to the muin concentration 
camps at Baton Rouge and Natchez. 
Announcement also was made that the 
Louisiana national guard, which _ is 
now fully mobilized, had approximate- 
ly 1,000 men in that region and that 


small boats were being rushed to the 
threatened area to rescue those who 
might be marooned. 

These new breaks in the banks of the 
Mississippi were expected to lower the 
river stage at Natchez, but the weather 
bureau in a special warning stated 
that the water flowing through those 
crevasses would return to the main 
stream, joining the flood from the 
Ouachita and Red rivers. “and inten- 
sify the flood situation in the Atcha- 
falaya and the Mississippi rivers below 
the mouth of the Red river.’
